foughtalong with the. troopa. Tt is to. be 
hoped that these men will obtain pardon, 
Oolonel Van der Heijden ordered an sa- 
aault, but thé troops hesitated as to the 
advance, At that time the Colonel, when 
busy directing the artillery for ‘whioh pur. 
pose he had dismounted from. hia horse, 
wan strack@by a tragment of metal in the - 
left eye. ia eyo ia gone. Notwithstand- 
ing this dreadfal wound the brave man did - 
not forget his-duty for a moment, .He cast 
one look at the hesitating troops, and 
severely wounded as he ia, he mounts his 
horse again, has the ssmult made, and to 
set thé example gallops himaelf towards tho 
fort with hia one eye. Deafeniog hurrabs . 
followed. The troops were inspirited and 
the fort became oura, and in time too, for 
there was bot work in our’rear ; not till” 
then did the active Colonel allow hiawouud : - 
to be looked to, Ae [have already stated — 
ho has lost one eye, but is out of danger of 
his life.”.—Bat, Handelstlad, 10th Sept, 
Acheen, Aug, 20.—At an there 
bas beon hard fighting of late. ‘Iwo forts 
and two fortified houses wero taken, Yea. 
terday, our troops were before main fort 
and vere heavily fired upon by tho enemy. 
Tho Colonel was wounded but remained 
with the column, Allst once he ordered 
the assault to be sounded and, he himself 
riding in front, the troops stormed the fort 
atarun, A panlo terror had laid hold of 
the enemy, and not ono could save himself 
by flight, all of them boing killed or made 
prisoners. The numbor.of the etemy’s 
dead and wounded is not Stated, but it. 
must bave been considerable, if it be taken 
into account that we had 2 officersand 10 
privates killed, while.5 officers and 50 
privates were wounded, «Amongst the 
wounded officers is Major Palmer: of the 
British service, To-day the white fag is 
flying everywhere in Samalangan, aud the 
Samualangera wish now to treat. We hope 
that Colonel Van der Heijden will lend no 
ears to it, but we have no fear of that. 
The. present commanding officer ia not a 
person who, telescope in hand, observes from 
shipboard the operations of our troops 
ashore ; no, he is not afrald of the Pic n 
bullets ; he goes in front of the troops and 
shows thom the way. From Great Aoheen 
there is little or almost no new! Here ~ 
and there couple of marauders are notic. 
ed, ond there it ends, ‘The state of health . 
is in general yery good. At Chadé and 
other outposts on tho Eline, there are 
complaints ‘of marsh fevers. ‘Everywhere 
fine wide roads have been made to connect 
tho outposts with one another.” —Jtid. : 
The papers further state that’ the frag 
mont of metal which struck Colonel ‘Van 
der Heijden, just previous to the storming 
of the forts at Samalangan, ent left 
eye and passed downwards through the 
right side of his neck. “He could not awal- 
low for the first day, but was recoyerlag by 
lost accounts. .
